A soui’ce \vho has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised on December 7, 1967, that Paul 
Anderson returned to the United States some time around 
the last part of November or the first part of December, 
and will probably stay in the United States for approximately 
two months. 


Source also advised that subject reportedly 
visited Iceland, Turkey, Morrocco, Spain, Austria, 

Bulgaria, Roman ia. Hungary, Germany, and Yugoslavia. 

According to source, his visits to the above countries 
deal with trade fairs,. 

Source stated that subject plans to go to 
•Canada in the near future (a couple of months) , and 
then pay a visit to Moscow, Russia. 

A pretext call to Building Superintendent at 
4300 Marine Drive, Chicago, Illinois (mother's residence), 
reflects that Anderson has been seen there on several 
occasions in the past ten days.

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Passport Records 

The passport file of PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON was 
reviewed by a Special Agent of the FBI on March 8, 1967, at 
the Passport Office, United States Department of State, 
Washington, D. C., and found to contain the following 
information: 

Passport D611511 was issued to PAUL GEORGE ANDERSON 
on February 7, 1963, and renewed oh February 4, 1966, at 
Washington, D, C, This passport is valid to February 6, 

1968, and an. application for a hew passport will be made on 
or before that date. This passport is not valid for travel 
to Albania, Cuba, or those portions of China, Korea, and 
Viet Nam under communist control. 


A communication from the American Embassy, Vienna, 
Austria, dated April 29, 1966, advised in effect, that ori

bring his wife to the United States. ANDERSON claimed that 
he was penniless and has established this through "legal 
channels" in order to avoid harassment from the Internal 
Revenue Service, He is, therefore, unable to present evidence 
of financial capabilities to support his wife, but indicated 
that his lawyer would be willing to execute an affidavit 
of support for Mrs, ANDERSON. 
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ANDERSON still travels frequently to communist 
countries and does not hesitate to propound his racist views. 
He stated that it might now be possible for him to take a 
trip to Albania in view of the recent court decision that the 
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travel restrictions which appear on United States Passports 
cannot be enforced. 

On July 21, 1966, the American Embassy, Vienna, 
Austria, advised by communication, in effect, that ANDERSON 
stated on July 18, 1966, that he wanted to spend about two 
weeks in Albania on a business trip for the Austrian import 
and export firm, Wilhelm Landig, engaged in the business of 
publishing books and periodicals, and located at Number 56 
Favoritenstrasse , Vienna IX, Austria. His purpose was to 
survey the volume and type of printed material being exported 
to Austria by Albania . He said the firm had warmly endorsed 
this proposal. 

ANDERSON said that about five years ago he had 
attempted to visit Albania but his requests for a visa were 
rejected. He sighted recent press talks on the possible lift 
of travel restrictions on travel to Albania and he thought it 
might be worthwhile to try again to go there. 

Anderson said he could make the visit without the 
knowledge of the State Department by the simple expedient of 
obtaining a detached visa, adding that he had noted that the 
Albanians were providing detached visas for Spanish nationals 
who, like Americans, are not allowed to visit that country. 

He said he had no intention of doing this even though he was 
convinced that the Department of State could no longer take away 
his passport in view of recent court decisions for such travel. 

ANDERSON said that his personal relations with 
the East German authorities appeared to be strained as a 
result of his refusal to be recruited for espionage. 

ANDERSON declined to reveal how long he intended 
to remain in Austria or where he resided, but did say he could 
be reached through the above named Landig firm. 

A communication from the American Embassy, Vienna, 
Austria, dated December 29, 1966, advised, in effect, that 
ANDERSON indicated on December 3, 1966, that he desired to 
have his United States passport validated for travel to 
Albania and China, but was informed that general restrictions 
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on travel to these two countries still applied although the 
Department of State was prepared to consider, individually, 
any request submitted by duly accredited and recognized 
journalists, scientists, and doctors, or others whose travel 
would appear to serve a meaningful purpose or would other- 
wise be in the national interest. ANDERSON said he planned 
to travel for about two weeks within Europe and return to 
Vienna. He mentioned a trip on Christmas day to Sofia, but 
did not further elaborate on his travels.

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On August 25, 1967, ANDERSON appeared at the 
Consular Section allegedly for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the Department of Commerce frowned upon United 
States firms and individuals who participate as exhibitors 
at the Leipzig Fair* The conversation which ensued revealed 
that he is not interested in exhibiting at the Leipzig Fair, 
but that he is concerned that he may be denied permission 
to enter East, Germany in order to visit the Leipzig Fall 
Fair in September, - 

* According to ANDERSON, the East German authorities 
took him off the train in March, 1967, when he and his father 
were en route to the Spring Leipzig Fair, despite the fact 
that he had a Fair Visa. He claims that at the DDR border 
he was asked by an official whether he was prepared to cooperate 
with the East German Government while 'visiting the Fair, W^hen 
he expressed no interest, the official is alleged- to have 
stated, "Since you have no good reason to be going to the Fair, 

- you cannot enter the- DDR, " His father was permitted to -proceed 
to Leipzig and he was required to return to the Federal 
Republic of Germany. 

ANDERSON stated that he intends to apply for a visa 
at the DDR Embassy in Prague and proceed from there to 
I^ipzig, where he expects to meet many friends and exhibitors 
at the Fair, He further stated that if he is successful in 
obtaining a visa for’ the DDR, he is going to refuse to get. 
off the train should the border officials again attempt to 
exclude him. He expressed the opinion that by causing, a fuss 
refusing tp get off the train,, the East German authorities 
would be embarrassed and no doubt permit him to proceed to 
Leipzig. ANDERSON added that should he be arrested in the 
DDR, his friend, Mr. IpVNDIG, would notify the Embassy. 

Dur,ing the course of the conversation, ANDERSON 
irefused to divulge his occupation, his source of income, or 
his place of residence in Vienna. He did, however, let it be 
known that he is a racist. He expressed the opinion that all 
Jews in the Central Intelligence Agency are working for the 
Government of Israel and that our white troops in Viet Nam 
should be brought back to the United States in order to crush 
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the Negroes. In addition, he -provided the following 
information: 


1. He has not been able to obtain a visa to 

visit Hungary during the past two years. ANDERSON a lle>eg 
that the Hungarian Ambassador in Vienna, informed 

him that his visa applications have been refused because 
the DDR asked the Government of Hungary not to permit him 
(ANDERSON) to visit Hungary. 

2. He does not have an Austrian residence permit 
nor is he registered with the police. 

3. He travels in and out of Austria frequently, 
never remaining more than three or four weeks on any of his 
visits. 
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4. He continues to travel to and conduct business 
in Czechoslovakia, Portugal, Poland, and Romania.

On September 8, 1967, a source advised that the American 
Nazi Party - World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS) was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1956. It was based upon the 
concept of an international "National Socialist" movement, as 
espoused by the German Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF 
HITLER. The ANP-WUFENS supports and follows the line of hatred 
against Negroes, Jews, and communists, through speeches, published 
literature, demonstrations and publicity -seeking devices for the 
purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political party within 
the United States and in foreign countries. 

"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 1963, 
published dally at Richmond^ Virginia, stated that this organiza- 
tion is chartered In the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism'' In a Vi**giniarchartered organi- 
zation. As of January 1, 1967, the official name of this organi- 
zation was changed to "National Socialist White People’s Party," 
according to Commander ROCKWELL* 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKV/ELL was 
assassinated in' Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters 
Building. The August 28, 1967, issue of the "Northern Virginia 
Sun," a daily newspaper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated 
that MATTHIAS KOEHL, JR., took command of the Party after 
ROCKWELL'S assassination.
